CHARACTERISTIC HYPOCR ISY.

The arralgnment of the Republicans by

epresentative Richardson and others, for
extravagance in appropriations, in the
national House, Wednesday, was a char-
acteristic spectacle, and for the country it
should be an informing one. Those Demo-
cratie members made speeches condemning
the extravagance of the Republican Con-
gress, telling how the expenditures had
been increased in ten years. When those
gentiemen had spoken their pleces a Re-
rublican member turned upon ths Demo-
cratic leader of the House and the owner
of a copyright of books published by the
government, and asked him if he did not
vote for the river and harbor appropriation
bill, which is one of the most questionable
of the money bills. To that question Mr.
Richardson answered Iin the affirmative,
and he could have added that he did not
oppose it while under discussion, as a nums-
her of Repubucam; did. Mr. Richardson
was asked if he had not voted for several
questionable appropriations, including ap-
propriations for claims under the Bowman
act, and he answered that he had done so.
As a matter of fact, the Democrats in the
House have generally voted for most of
the appropriations which can be criticised.
They have Yought none of them, because
they are Interested in items in most of
these bills. Nevertheless they take the
earliest cpportunity to assail the House [>r
éxtravagance In voting money. In ine
first session, when the Democratic mem-
bters had the opportunity to save fifteen
¢r twenty millions of dollars by stopping
the abuses under the provislon for second-
class mail matter, every one of them voted
agalnst i{t, and, by the aid of forty or
fifty Republicans, defeated the Loud biil,
which would have made the postal service
gelf-sustaining.

In the Indiana Senate we have an ex-
ample in the same line. On Wednesda,
when the Vincennes University bill was
voted on, under Senator Purcell (Democrat),
every man on that side of the House vated
for the scheme taking $120,000 out of the
treasury, ostensibly for the university. How
much those who have promoted and nursei
this fllegal claim received no one can tell
who is not in it. With all the Democrats
for it only a minority of the Republicans
was needed to carry it. Thus a combina-
tion of all the Democrats and less than
bhalf the Republicans, If all were present,
carried this measure in the Senate. Whaen
the vote was taken on the costly and
uvnnecessary Muncie Normal School scheme
all the Democrats and almost the same
Republicans linsed up for it as they did for
the Vincennes bill.

Attention is called to this fact now be-
cause in the next Democratic platform in
this State, and on the stump during the
campalgn of 1902, Republiican extravagance
by the Legisiature of 1901 will be denounced
and the Vincennes and Normal School
schemes will be cited as examples by the
same men who are determined to folst
them upon the State. The Purcells, the
Stillwells and the Inmans in the Indiana
Senate, like the Richardsons, the Cochrans
and the DBells in the mnational House, will
gc up and down the State howling about
the wastefulness of Republican legisia-
tures, when they were the main support-
ers of such wastefulness. And what will
the Republicans have to answer to the
Democratic accusations regarding these
matters during the campaign of 1927

-

A FIELD FOR USEFULNESS,

Washington dispatches say that President
McKinley s exceedingly pleased with the
work of the Philippine Commission and e~
sires Judge Taft, president of the commis-
sion, to accept the office of Govosrnor of
the islands if Congress authorizes the es-
tablishment of ecivil government. As an
Ohio man the President knew Judge Taft
well, as he doubtless did the latter's father,
Hon. Alphonso Taft, an eminent lawyver
in his day and attorney general under Pros-
ident Grant. The present Judge Taft is also
an eminent jurist and has fully justified the
President's expectations regarding him
since he went to the Philippines. No doubt
he has had the hearty co-operation of other
members of the commission, but the re-
markable progress that has been made in
pacifying the people and laying the foun-
dations of civil government are thought
to be mainly due to his effective work.
Judge Taft is now in the prime of life, be-
ing In his forty-fourth year. He resigned’
the position of United States Circuit judge
to accept his present position, intending to
remain in the Philippines only cighteen
months and then return to practice law.
Now it 12 sald he has become 50 interestel
in the work that he may reconsider his
first determination and consent to remain
long enough to see civil government well
established there, It is a field and a work
worthy of the best efforts of any man, no
matter how great his ability or ambition.
The work undertaken by the United States
in the Philippines Is without a paraliel in
history. It involves the extension of re-
publican government and true liberty in a
part of the world and among a people
where they have hitherto been entirely un-
known, Its success will be an achleve-
ment of which any nation might be proud.
The first civil Governor of the islauds will
represent the majesty and power of the
United States in this great and unigue
work. A great deal will depend on his wis-
dom and administrative ability, and the
success of the experiment will link his
name with one of the greatest achleve-
ments in the history of the world. In view
of the .great possibilities for usefulness
which the position will afford Judge Taft
could well afford to make some sacrifice of
personal interests by becoming the first
civil Governor of the Philippines,

HAMILTON NOT ENGAGED

TRAVELING MAN'S STORY OF THE
KILLING OF YOUNG DAY,

*

Sensational Turn to the Evidence in
the Minneapolis
Other Testimony in the Trial.

Murder Case—

*

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.,, Feb. 14 — The
medical aspects of the stabbing of Leonard
Day occupled most of ths testimony in the
trial of Frank H. Hamilion tu-day. Dr.
W. B. Murray, who had bzea harrielly
summoned at the time of the homicide, and
who had given evidence distined'y favorable
to the defense yesterday afternnson, wias cn
the stand, and the prosecution was re-
inforced by the presence of two medical ex-
perts to ald in his cross-examination. The
point at issue was whether a man wounded
as Day was—his subclavian artery com-

pletely severed-—could live six or eight min-
utes, and whether, being on his feet when

the wound was made, he could stand ten
minutes, having died meanwhile. Dr. Mur-
ray contended that he could, by automa-
tous impulse, if not interfered with. He
Was vigorously cross-examined, but
throughout maintained that his theories
were correct, but the State compelled him
to admit that he had from the beginning

believed Hamilton to be not guilty.
Charles R. Francis, city editor of the

Times, who had for three weeks prior to the
homicide roomed with Hamilton and Can-
field, testified that it was Hamilton's cus-
tom on retiring to take everything out of

his pockets before hanging out his clothing.
Witness had never seen such a knife as
that in evidence in Hamilton's possession,
although he would certainly have seen such
a knife if Hamilton had had one. Witness
admitted that as soon as he saw Hamiiton
after the stabbing he toid him to keep guiat
and keep his mouth shut, and he, the wit-
ness, would stand by him. Witness said:
“] was with Hamilton and Rooney half an
hour at the hotel, and heard no confession
of any kind. Hamliton was paralyvzed and
sald nothing, but complained of his sore
head. He had a lump on hils head half as
big as an egg.”’

In the afternoon, after the cross-exam-
ination of Mr. Francls, the defense put on
the stand A. M. Barbe, the Chicago trav-
eling man whom the State could not find.
Mr. Barbe described the affray in the bll-
llard room much as the other witnesscs
had described it up to the point where the
fatal scuffie took place. He declared thut
Hamilton was not In this scuffle, but was
coming toward the crowd from the corridor,
whither he had been led by Canfield. While
he was approaching Day stggemd out of
the crowd, mortally wounded. There was
a general scrimmage, a free-for-all, he said,
in which six or more persons were engaged,
He could not be shaken by the cross-exam-
ination.

Another anti-trust bill met its fate in
the House yesterday. This was the meas-
uvre introduced by Mr. Slack, of Johnson
county. It came up as a special order of
business yesterday afternoon and was
killed, despite the protest of the author,
on motion of Mr. Reser, who had the enact-
ing clause stricken out. Another bill de-
feated in the House was Mr. Scott's bill
relating to the electlon of county superin-
tendents. The measure failed to pass be-
cause of the lack of a constitutional ma-
jority. However, it may be called up again.

Part of the morning sesslon of the House
was devoted to the comsideration of two
committee reports on Senator Lambert's
kil providing for the establishment of an
epileptic village at Columbus. The minor-
ity report, which contained an amendment
striking out the Columbus provision of the
bill, was adopted by the House after a
long debate,

Senator Ball's bill which provides for the
cetablishment of a state normal school at
Muncie was called up by Senator Barlow
at the afternoon session of the Senate yes-
tervay and passed, notwithstanding a
spirited opposition, by a vote of 31 to 17,
The debate which ensued over the passage
of the bill took up the greater part of the
afternoon session, >

In the morning several divided commit-
tee reports were made the subjects of a
number of lively discussions. The minority
report on the bill of S8enator Cregor pro-
viding an appropriation to erect monuments
in this city to the memory of General Law-
ton and General Hackleman, which favored
its passage, was defeated by a vote of 18
to 27. The two bills of Senator Wood re-

iating to the practice of medicine were
made special orders for discussion for next
Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. Twenty-
five new bills were Iintroduced before ad-
Journment.

DAY IN THE SENATE.

Muncic Normal School Bill Passed—Ac~-
tion on Other Bills.

The bill providing for the e=tabilshment
of a State Normal School at Muncie was
parsed by the Senate yesterday afternoon
atier a spirited debate by a vote of 31 to 17.

It had been prearranged that the Dbill
should be called up for its third reading
some time during the afternoon and as it
was well known that its passage would be
strenuously opposed the lobbles of the
Secrate were congested with spectators in-

terested in the passage of the bill and the
warm debate which followed its third read-
ing.

The biH was called up by Senator Barlow,
who made an eloguent appeal in support
of its passage. He spoke of the value of
thoe donation and of the great good it would
accomplish when given the support of the
State, In closing he referred to the ex-
ccllent location of the school and said it
was the desire of the whole people of the

eastern part of the State that the gift
tendered to the State by the citizens of
Muncle should be acceped.

Senator Layman was the first to raise his
voice in protest against the passage of the
bill. He said the only question for the Sen-
ate to consglder was whether there was a
¢emand for an additional normal school in
the State. He urged the senators to care-
fully consider the question before voting

on the bill
AN ELEFPHANT.

Senator Gochenour said that the State
Normal School at Terr Haute was amply
able to take care of the teachers of the
State and he could see no reason for the
establishment of another normal school at
Muncie. He declared that if the State ac-
cepted of the school at Muncie it would
have an elephant on its hands and would
Fave to appropriate thousands of dollars

for the support of an institution for which
there is no present need.

Senator Wood sald he believed that the
school was needed. There would be a nat-
ural competition between the school at
Terre Haute and the school at Muncie
which would have a very salutary effect on
beth schools. He sald the same cry that
was being raised against the school at
Muncie was raised vears ago against the
mugnificent Institution donated to tae State
by John Purdue, and yet at this time the
State pointed to Purdue College with pride,
He said he was surprised to hear that there
was still plenty of room at the school In
Terre Haute, and if it was true he had
been sadly misinformed in the matter by
tlic very officers of that school themselves.

There was a divided report on the bill of
Senator Wolcott, which requires owners
of farms to give notice to warchouse op-
erators and grain dealers who may pur-
chase products from tenantg of the farms
that they intend to hold them responsible
for farm rental. The present law enables
farm owners to hold iiens on farm products

raised by thelr tenants, no matter where
such products may be found, thus holding

the grain dealer responsible should he
make purchases from the tenant and the
latter should fail to meet his obligations
to his landlord. The majority recommend-
ed that the measure be postponed indefi-
nitely and the minority report favored its
passage. The bill brought up the firat dis-
cussion of the day, but the minority report
was concurred in, despite the fact that
Senator Barlow and others were of opinlon
that the present law is sufficient for the
pl‘oger protection of all concerned.

The majority of the judiciary committee
reported favorably on the House bill of
Representative Clark, which compels ex-
ress companies to inaugurate free delivery
n all cities of 3,000 Po(rulation or more,
Originally the bill included towns of Z,000,
but the majority of the committee so
amended it as to make 5,00 the minimum.
Senator Johnson was the only member, of
the cammittee who signed the minority re-
port, and he spoke against the bill. The
minority report was not concurred in and
the majority report was adopted.

A SPIRITED DISCUSSION.

The bill of Senator Cregor, which pro-
vides for the erection in Indianapolis of
monuments to the memory of General
Hackleman and General Lawton, brought
up a very spirited discussion as a result
of the divided committee report. The ma-
jority of the committee favored indefinite
postponement, the minority recommending
its passage. Senator Burns spoke against
the measure, saying that he was against

all appropriations for more soldiers’ monu-
ments in Indianapolis. He said that he was
a clvil war veteran, and that while he was
as proud of the great achlevements of the
two heroes—Hackleman and Lawton—as
any man, yet he was very much opposed
tc locating any more monuments in In-
dianapolis. He thought the present monu-
ment erected to the memory of all soldiers
and sailors who went forth from this State
was sufficient for the capital city., Senator
Barlow, another war veteran, spoke in the
same strain. Senators Fortune and Wamp-
ler favored the passage of the bill in short
speeches. Senator Lindley, in announcing
that he could not support the measure,
complimented the senators who did favor
it for their show of patriotism. When the
vote was taken the minority report, favor-
ing the bill, was defeated, and the majority
of the committee was sustained.

The medical bills of Senator Wood, In
which great interest has been manifested
all over the State among the members of
the profession, were not taken up for dis-
cussion vesterday morning. Divided re-
ports were submitted on each, and Senator
Wood meoved that both bills be made a
special order for Monday afternoon next at
2 o'clock.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS,

Minority Report on Epileptie BII?
Adopted—Anti-Trust Bill Killed.

Prayer was offered in the Mouse at the
opening of yesterday morning’s session by
Fev. T. J. Villers, of the First Baptist
Church. The greater part of the morning
was spent in the consideration of the two
committee reports on Senator Lambert's
bill to establish a village for epileptics, and
lecating the in'atituuon at Columbus, ‘the
metter came up at 10 o'clock as a speclal
order of business., [(he bill made an appro-
priation of $40,00 for the purchase of 1,000
acres of land. The majority report recom-
mended passage, but the report suggested
an amendment cutting down the appro-
priation to $25,000 and fixing the amount of

land to be purchased at 50 acres. The mi-
nority report recommended passage with
the same amendment and an additional
amendment striking out that part of the
bill which fixed the location at Columbus.

After a long debate the House decided
against the Columbus feature of the biil

by voting to adopt tne minority report.
This report was concurred in by a vote of
58 to 3. Ameaeng those who &poke in favor
of the minority report was Representative
Bonham, of Blackford county, who saild
if the hospital could be located at Hart-
ford City he would give the institution

twenty-five acres of lana and a gas well.

Others who lavored the minority report
were Mr. Van Fleet, Mr. Robverts of Jeff-
erson, Mr. Catley, Mr. Dilley, Mr. Bell
Mr. Scott and Mr. Scifers.
